After along hiatus on 
new stores opening, 
more marijuana 
dispensaries are finally 
on the way.

Weedmaps and Yelp are not the 
most accurate websites to find San Fran- 
cisco dispensaries. The most reliable, up- 
to-date list is actually the Planning 
Department Cannabis Retail Map — 
which, unlike the others, does not rig re- 
sults in favor of advertisers, and displays 
every existing or soon-to-open dispen- 
sary across the city. 

And there are many more new dis- 
pensaries on the horizon. The Planning 
Commission just approved two last 
week. One is smack-dab at Castro and 
Market Streets, at the former Wild 
Card gift store, and the other is at the 
site of a shuttered Nob Hill dry-clean- 
ing shop. The latter has an interesting 
team behind it; the co-owners are 


behind local bars Tonic, Bullitt, and 
Teeth, and include the person who 
owns most of the strip clubs in North 
Beach. 

The city has not approved many 
new dispensaries since the dawn of 
recreational weed in January 2018, but 
they’ve approved a half dozen in the 
last few months. This increase is not 
a coincidence. A new and completely 
different set of criteria for approval 
created a substantial permit backlog, 
one that’s just now beginning to clear. 

Under the new rules, the San 
Francisco Office of Cannabis will only 
consider permit requests from equity 
applicants — people who have been hit 
the hardest by the War on Drugs. But 
these new rules also allow larger and 
wealthier ownership groups to meet 
that criteria by forming “incubators” 
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that provide assistance to equity appli- 
cants, or to merely add an equity appli- 
cant to their ownership group. 

So people who operate popular bars, 
strip clubs, or other establishments 
can now qualify as equity applicants 
too, and that’s coming sharply into 
focus when looking at who the next 
wave of San Francisco dispensaries 
might be. 

Only a couple dispensaries have 
opened since January 2018 — like the 
reborn Vapor Room and Love Shack 
by SPARC, whose applications were 
already in the pipeline. But new dis- 
pensaries are coming, including four 
that have received approval in the last 
few months. 

The brick-and-mortar version of 
delivery service Posh Green Collective 
received approval last month, and 


hopes to open in Hunter’s Point in 
July. The Upper Haight got its first 
recreational dispensary accepted in 
February, awarded to a still-unnamed 
operation that plans to open at the site 
of the current Silver Sprocket comic 
shop this coming October. The now- 
closed croughnut-and-burger joint 
CDXX received City Hall’s OK in May 
to reinvent itself as a dispensary with 
a smoking lounge at Third Street and 
LaSalle Avenue in the Bayview that’s 
shooting to open by the end of the 
year. Another proposed Castro dis- 
pensary is the Flore Store, right across 
from the legendary cafe Flore, whose 
operators say the Planning Commis- 
sion is scheduled to hear their dispen- 
sary request on July 18. 

Last week, two more were given 
the green light. San Francisco’s most 
prolific strip club owner has been au- 
thorized to open a dispensary, as part 
of the ownership group of Nob Hill’s 
proposed California Street Cannabis 
Company. Interestingly, Planning 
Commission documents disclose that 
Joe Carouba is among its co-owners. 
While not a household name per se, 
you re probably familiar with his work: 
Carouba owns BSC Management, 
which operates 10 San Francisco exotic 
dance venues, including the Gold Club, 
the Condor, and Larry Flynt’s Hustler 
Club. 

California Street Cannabis Compa- 
ny’s owners also include San Francisco 
Entertainment Commissioner Ben 
Bleiman, and nightclub owner Duncan 
Ley, of Tonic and Bullitt. 

But the Office of Cannabis equity 
policy considers all members of the 
ownership group, not just one or two. 
And it also mandates an owner have 
at least five years’ attendance at a 
San Francisco Unified School District 
school, as part of the equity require- 
ment. 

California Street Cannabis’ co-own- 
er and CEO Drakari Donaldson, who 
attended San Francisco schools and 
grew up in Section 8 housing in Potre- 
ro Hill and North Beach, fulfills that 
need. 

“T’ve lived in San Francisco my 
entire life, with the exception of the 
four-and-a-half years I spent in col- 
lege,” Donaldson told the Commission, 
shortly before the Upper Polk dispen- 
sary was approved. 

The Castro will be getting a new 
dispensary too. Eureka Sky is slated 
to open at the intersection of Market, 
Castro, and 17th streets. 

“We're really looking forward to 
having a popular impact on that cor- 
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ner. Jane Warner Plaza is kind of a 
funky little space,” Eureka Sky co-own- 
er Chris Callaway tells SF Weekly. 
“We're going to do our best in working 
with the neighboring businesses to 
make sure that space gets a little 
breath of fresh air.” 

Callaway endured the kind of 
brushes with the law for which the 
equity policy hopes to make amends, 
back when he was a legal and licensed 
home cultivator. 

“Early one morning, I was greeted 
at my door by the sheriff’s depart- 
ment, who claimed there was a strong 
odor of cannabis coming from my 
home,” he told the Commission. “They 
tore my paperwork in half and took me 
away in handcuffs. 

“Looking back, this may be where I 
lost my confidence in doctor’s notes,” 
Callaway joked, before turning serious. 
“The equity program is creating an 
opportunity to transform the worst ex- 
perience of my life into one of the best 
opportunities I’ve ever had.” 

Ironically, the Planning Commis- 
sion chastised Eureka Sky for not re- 
questing more privileges. They’d hoped 
the dispensary would ask for an onsite 
consumption permit, since the Castro 
has no legal place to smoke marijuana, 
and there are concerns people might 
just blaze up on the streets or side- 
walks. 

“This is a needed retail service of- 
fering for the neighborhood,” commis- 
sioner Dennis Richards said. “I couldn't 
think of a better place to consume it 
rather than onsite.” 

In total, a mere six equity applicant 
dispensaries have made it to the Plan- 
ning Commission this year, despite 
hundreds of applications sitting in the 
pipeline. That’s because the Office of 
Cannabis remains backlogged and way 
behind on processing applications. 

But the Examiner reported Sunday 

that Mayor Breed’s proposed budget 
calls for doubling the office’s staff and 
pumping an additional $400,000 a year 
into the department. 

That could be money very well 
spent. Vacant retail storefronts are 
one of San Francisco’s most depressing 
contemporary problems. 

Meanwhile, cannabis is one of 
San Francisco’s most exciting growth 
industries. City Hall hit the brakes 
on issuing new marijuana storefront 
permits for more than a year, but 
with this new wave, it appears they’re 
starting to hash out who the next gen- 
eration of San Francisco dispensaries 


will be.

$36M in Safety 
Improvements

If you bike in San Francisco, no 
corridor may be more dangerous than 
Howard Street in SoMa. Since 2016, four 
people have been killed by drivers along a 
one-mile stretch. Kate Slattery died 
while biking in 2016. Last September, cy- 
clist Russell Franklin and pedestrian 
Modesto Figuerido were hit and killed by 
drivers in separate incidents. And just 
three months ago, Tess Rothstein was 
killed while biking to work. 

Those are only the fatal incidents. 
The San Francisco Municipal Transpor- 
tation Agency reports that from 2011 
to 2016, 308 people were injured in 


more than 420 collisions that occured 
along both Howard and Folsom streets. 
The city hasn’t been completely 
inactive in response to these unneces- 
sary incidents. Short-term improve- 
ments — mostly new signs, paint, and 
temporary bollards — went up quickly 
in the wake of Franklin and Roth- 
stein’s deaths. But on Tuesday, the 
SFMTA’s Board of Directors approved 
a $36 million plan to drastically alter 
both Howard Street and its parallel 
neighbor, Folsom Street. In a few years 
— yes, it will still take years — both 
thoroughfares will no longer function 
as the wide, mid-city highways they are 
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today. Instead, pedestrians, cyclists, 
and transit-riders will be given the 
space they need to get to and from 
their destinations safely — without 
the fear of death. 

The design is not yet final, but it 
includes some significant changes. 
For pedestrians, corner bulb-outs will 
shorten crosswalks, limiting the time 
they spend in the street. Mid-block 
traffic signals will discourage jaywalk- 
ing. Parking spots at corners and near 
crosswalks will be removed, “daylight- 
ing” the area for better visibility. 

Cyclists will see two-way, curb-pro- 
tected bike lanes along almost the 


entirety of Folsom and Howard streets 
in SoMa. Traffic lights will be changed 
to include a bicycle-specific light and 
safer-turning practices. 

And public transit riders will get to 
their destination faster, with a tran- 
sit-only lane on Folsom that would 
serve the 8-Bayshore and 8AX. 

All of this — and more — will be 
performed with a reduction of only 
27 vehicle parking spots. But it’s not 
cheap: It costs between $150,000 to 
$200,000 to build a bulbout, $150,000 
to raise a crosswalk, and $1 million to 
install a new traffic light. That $36 mil- 
lion will be spent quickly. 

You can't put a price tag on saving 
people’s lives, though, and for safe- 
streets advocates, this plan is the re- 
sult of years of hard work. No one can 
deny the changes aren’t long overdue, 
but Tuesday’s speakers at the SFMTA 
chose to focus on the positives. 

“This project will transform two of 
our biggest corridors into safe and liv- 
able spaces for all people,” said Charles 
Deffarges, the senior community orga- 
nizer at the San Francisco Bicycle Coa- 
lition. “This is truly a visionary project, 
one that will fundamentally shift how 
people experience these streets in a 
fast-growing San Francisco. Urgent ac- 
tion and long term investment are not 
mutually exclusive. [The Folsom-How- 
ard Streetscape Project] is really one 
of the better examples we have of 
how getting quick built projects in the 
ground set us up to build capital proj- 
ects with public support.” 

For cyclists of all ages, these chang- 
es could have a significant impact on 
how they get around. Caroline Den- 
mark, age 12, waited for nearly three 
hours before she had a chance to tell 
the SFMTA Board about her experienc- 
es biking in unprotected lanes. 

“Tm so tired of cars merging into 
the bike lane and blocking my path. ... 
It really irritates me,” she said. “I want 
to be able to ride from the Mission to 
the Metreon on Folsom Street to see 
a movie in a safe way. With protected 
bike lanes, that will be possible.” 


Cash Fares for 
Muni Rise to $3

Despite citywide dissatisfaction with 
the state of Muni, the San Francisco Municipal 
Transportation Agency (SFMTA) will increase 


fares to its buses and light rail vehicles on July 1 —

but only if you're paying cash. A single ride will 
bump up from $2.75 to $3, although if you pay by 
Clipper card or the MuniMobile app, the fare will 
remain $2.50. 

While it can be aggravating to wait 20 min- 
utes for a bus or squish on to an overcrowded 
N-Judah during rush hour, the 25-cent increase 


is not necessarily a money-maker for the SFMTA. 


The agency estimates that only 12 to 14 per- 
cent of customers still pay with cash. While the 
agency admits that rising labor costs is part of 
the reason, speed of operation is another. By re- 
warding people who use Clipper or MuniMobile, 
the SFMTA hopes the change will help “Muni 
customers to spend less time boarding at stops 
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— and more time getting to their destinations.” 

As with any city-endorsed rise in fees for the 
general public, the 25-cent increase has drawn 
some ire. Aside from tourists, cash-paying Muni 
riders are often those who have neither a cred- 
it card to purchase a Clipper card easily, or a 
smartphone to download the MuniMobile app. 
Most likely, this will negatively affect low-in- 
come people for whom either option is out of 
reach. 

In that regard, the fare hike sits in contrast 
to a piece of legislation that Supervisor Vallie 
Brown introduced earlier this year that banned 
businesses from operating credit-card-only pay- 
ment systems. While Muni will always accept 


cash — we hope — charging more for those who 
use that option seems out-of-step with other 
decisions made in City Hall. 

In the meantime, for those without credit 
cards or smartphones, the best option appears 
to be enrollment in one of the city’s low-income 
transit programs — which can cost as little as 
$1.25 a ride, or $40 a month.

Cannabis helped Tyler Cooke 
beat cancer twice. Now he 
wants to return the favor. 


Tyler Cooke has (almost) always 
lived in Northern California. His address 
may have changed over the years — 
Santa Rosa, Chico, Oakland — but his 
passion for the culinary arts has ensured 
there was never a reason to stray too far. 
Except for a fruitful period in the South- 
ern Hemisphere. 

Long before Cooke was inventing 
new cannabis-infused treats for Oak- 
land’s NUG, he was running his own 
restaurants in the Bay Area. Then came 
the market crash of 2008, which left 
him searching for a new gig. He found 
it in New Zealand, where for two years 
he helped local eateries channel the 
best aspects of American restaurants 
in a series of rescues and rebuilds. 
Homesick, Cooke returned to Califor- 
nia and found work with a catering 
company that serviced technology 
companies. 

“We were doing about 27,000 meals 
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a week,” he recalls. “We had an amaz- 
ing team. I got going with that, and 
then, unfortunately, I got cancer.” 

During Cooke’s initial battle, he 
relied on a traditional array of treat- 
ments. 

“Thad chemo and radiation and all 
that stuff — plus all of the pharma- 
ceuticals that they give you to go along 
with it,” Cooke says. “It was a pretty 
rough time.” 

When Cooke incredibly found 
himself once more facing cancer not 
long after his first illness, he decided 
to experiment with cannabis. Though 
he says he harbored “no ill will” to- 
ward pot, it had never before been 
something he'd seriously considered 
using. As Cooke explains, his situation 
inspired him 
to recon- 
sider. 

“When 
your life is 
on the line,” 
he notes, 
“you ll pretty 
much try 
anything. I 
would dare to 
say that can- 
nabis saved 
my life.” 

Following y | 
his recovery, 
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a fortuitous phone call from a friend 
brought Cooke to NUG, and the com- 


pany let him experiment as he pleased. 


The results? Lots and lots of chocolate 
bars, with plans for a medicated twist 
on the Otter Pop. 

What started as a 90-day contract 
quickly morphed into a second career, 
and Cooke likens his profession to a 
certain reclusive confectioner. 

“I get to play Willy Wonka for half 
of the day,” he says. “It’s the best part 
about my job. I literally get to make 
up stuff to eat. Someday, I want to be 
known as the godfather of edibles.” 

Beyond the joy his work brings 
him, however, Cooke remains focused 
on medicinal users — the subsect of 
cannabis consumers who have likely 
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incurred the greatest cost as a result of 
legalization. 

“Tjust feel really bad for these peo- 
ple who were left out,” he explains. 
“We've shot ourselves in the foot 
because these are people that need 
medicine. They’re going to go get it. 

If they can’t buy it legally, where are 
they going to go buy it? No wonder the 
black market is doing so well.” 

If it seems strange that medicinal 
cannabis users have been ostracized, 
take a few crucial points into account. 
With the price of cannabis skyrocket- 
ing thanks to compounding taxes, the 
cost of legal cannabis may be prohib- 
itive. In addition, brick-and-mortar 
dispensaries only exist in about 30 

percent of California. 

If you don’t live in 
1 one of those areas 
and don't have access 
to delivery, there 
really isn’t a plausible 
way to buy your pot 
on the level. 

On top of this 
— and central to 

Cooke’s concern 

— are regulations 
limiting the overall 
potency and dose 
per serving of all 
cannabis edibles. By 
capping everything 
































at 100 milligrams of total THC and 10 
milligrams per piece, some patients 
who rely on edibles must now eat an 
exponentially larger amount of their 
preferred product to get its desired 
dose. 

“When I was pretty sick,” Cooke 
says, I could have used a 50- or 
100-milligram dose. I couldn't eat very 
much, so I needed as much medicine 
as I could get in the smallest volume 
possible. Now, to do that, I would have 
to eat half of one of my own chocolate 
bars. I don’t know if I could’ve done 
that back when I was sick. Certainly 
not every day — and especially not 
after radiation.” 

All Cooke can do for now is wait. 
He’s got plenty of culinary experi- 
ments to keep him busy, and should 
California loosen its restrictions on 
edibles, he'll be ready. 

“T have a lot of things prepared for 
if and when we are allowed to get into 
that market again,” Cooke confirms. 
“We're going to be right there. My 
ultimate goal is to see a kid at Kaiser 
eating something that I made and 
seeing them get better. I want to see 
a little kid that starts off with tubes 
everywhere and walks out of there and 
has the rest of their life ahead of them. 
I want to know that something I made 
helped them get there. That’s what 
drives me, every day.” 
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Working 
safely in 
extreme 
weather

This week’s question comes from 
Danny T., who asks: 


CO: “T work in construction and a lot 
of times I work outside in the heat and 
cold. Other times, when I am in the 
shack doing paperwork, they keep it 
way too hot, like 80 degrees. Are there 
rules about this that I should know — 
like, can they make me work in the rain, 
or send me home with no pay if it is too 
wet to work?” 


A: Thanks for your question, Danny. 
It is important to know your rights in 
the workplace. You didn’t mention 
whether you were a member of a union 
but, if you are, the first place to look for 
answers would be your Collective Bar- 


gaining Agreement. If that doesn’t 
specify relevant terms, or if you are not 
a union member, then regulations ad- 
ministered by the California Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health 
Administration (Cal/OSHA) and fed- 
eral Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration would govern your sit- 
uation. 

I will address two issues you raise 
here: (1) Rules for working outside 
during weather events; and (2) Tem- 
perature requirements in indoor 
areas. 

Working outside, as you know, 
creates a number of issues related to 
a worker’s health, safety and comfort, 
especially when workers are exposed 
to heat, cold, rain or snow. Heat 
illness can be deadly. In 2005, Cali- 
fornia became the first state to adopt 
a heat illness prevention standard to 
protect outdoor workers. Under Cal- 
ifornia Code of Regulations, Title 8, 
Section 3395, employers are required 
to provide employees who work out- 
doors with free and reasonably cool 
water, a place of shade, cool-down 
rest breaks, and training on how to 
recognize and prevent heat illness. 
When the heat is more extreme, over 
95 degrees, employers must imple- 
ment special High-Heat procedures 
to monitor workers. 

Cold weather can also present 
serious dangers to outside workers.

Cal/OSHA recognizes and warns of 
the dangers cold-stress presents, 
particularly hypothermia, frostbite 
and trench-foot. However, unlike 
heat, there are no specific standards 
or requirements employers must 
follow at either the state or federal 
level. However, under the General 
Duty Clause, Section 5(a)(1) of the 
federal Occupational Safety and 
Health Act, employers are required to 
provide their employees with a place 
of employment that “is free from 
recognizable hazards that are causing 
or likely to cause death or serious 
harm to employees.” California also 
has a catch-all standard, California 
Code of Regulations, Title 8, Section 
3203, that requires most employers 
to establish and implement an ef- 
fective Injury and Ilness Prevention 
Program (“IIPP”). 

These general standards are also 
applicable to rain and snow. An 
employer can require that people 
work outside in the rain, but if the 
weather conditions make the outdoor 
worksite too dangerous, the employer 
has a responsibility to cease the work. 
If the cancellation occurs part way 
through the work day, you may be en- 
titled to “reporting time pay,” or com- 
pensation for 50 percent of the time 
you had been scheduled to work. This 
requirement is subject to exceptions 
for utility failures and “acts of God,” 


such as earthquakes. Unfortunately, 
if work is cancelled prior to the start 
of the work day, there is no obligation 
to pay affected workers. 

There is also no current mandated 
standard for indoor workplace tem- 
perature at either the state or federal 
level. The United States Department 
of Labor does, however, make a 
recommendation in its technical 
manual: employers should maintain 
indoor temperature in the range of 
68-76° F, with humidity in the range 
of 20 percent — 60 percent. The Cal/ 
OSHA appeals board has also upheld 
citations against warehouse operators 
whose prevention program failed to 
address indoor temperature regula- 
tion, leading to employee injury. (Na- 
tional Distribution Center, Cal/OSHA 
App. 12-R6D2-0391, 12-R6D2-0378, 
Decision After Reconsideration (Oct. 
5, 2015). 

The concern over the lack of 
specific rules for indoor workers is 
increasing. In 2016, then Gov. Brown 
signed a bill directing Cal/OSHA 
to draft and propose standards for 
indoor worksites “that minimizes 
heat-related illness and injury among 
workers working in indoor places of 
employment.” A draft standard was 
circulated to Advisory Committees 
in October of last year that proposed 
requiring employers, when indoor 
workplaces rise above 82 degrees, to 


provide cool-down places, make poli- 
cies requiring or providing appropri- 
ate clothing, and implement training 
and a heat-illness plan. However, this 
standard has not yet been enacted. 


If you are ever asked to work in 
an environment that is unsafe, it is a 
good idea to document your opposi- 
tion in writing to your employer and 
Cal/OSHA. The law protects workers 
who oppose unsafe working condi- 
tions: California Labor Code 6310 
makes it unlawful for an employer to 
retaliate against a worker who makes 
this type of complaint. If you do 
suffer retaliation for opposing an un- 
safe work environment, immediately 
reach out to a quality employment 
lawyer, such as those at Dolan Law 
Pirin PC.

That the Trump campaign chose 
to launch its 2020 re-election bid in Or- 


lando during Pride month is no accident. 


There’s a conference taking place in that 
Central Florida city — home to Pulse, 
the gay club where a 2016 massacre 
caused the deaths of dozens of mostly 
Latinx people — at which a number of 
“Christian” pastors have advocated for 
LGBTQ people to be put to death.

but only if we allow ourselves to be 
desensitized to the horror and the 
insanity. Choreographer Sean Dorsey 
is not about to let that happen. The 
creator of the Fresh Meat Festival, 

a three-day celebration of trans and 
queer performance, Dorsey saw fit 

to act when he saw how mainstream 
dance and theater companies struggled 
with casting — or outright refused to 
cast — people who gracefully inhabit 
bodies different from the gender they 
were assigned at birth. (That would in-

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clude Dorsey himself. He is an out and 
proud trans man.) 

Years later, Fresh Meat remains 
a focal point of artistic resistance, 
presenting selections like “queer retro 
boy-band quartet” The Singing Bois, 
the always-mesmerizing world cham- 
pion bachata duo Jahaira Fajardo and 
Angelica Medina, who are partners in 
life and work, and Oakland performer 
Ah-Mer-Ah-Su. Beyond simply cen- 
tering the bodies of queer and trans 
people, some of them disabled and

many of them people of color, Fresh 
Meat provides a template for other 
organizations and festivals to follow. 
Dorsey and his wife, singer-songwriter 
Shawna Virago, are adept at fighting 
for justice in the form of exposure, and 
they have a knack for getting it funded 
and produced. 

SF Weekly caught Ah-Mer-Ah-Su 
— aka Star Amerasu — opening for 
Peaches at the Chapel a couple years 
ago, and we were transfixed by the 
combination of lyrical candor anda 
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kinetic stage presence. She performed 
at Fresh Meat in 2014 and 2016, and 
returns this year with two new songs 
she’s written, straight after a three-city 
European mini-tour and an opening 
slot for Meghan Trainor on the main 
stage at L.A. Pride. 

“They're kind of deconstructed,” 
Amerasu says of her 2019 Fresh Meat 
offering. “I usually write things with 
a looper pedal, but for these songs 
Ill have someone playing an acoustic 
guitar and someone playing cello while 
I will be singing. It’s a pared-down ver- 
sion of my indie-electronic thing that I 
usually do.” 

It won't be as peppy as some of her 
better-known songs, like “Klonopin,” 
for example. And on Aug. 28, Amerasu 
will release Incandescent Bodies, an 
orchestral reimagining of several of 
her songs, arranged by Magik*Magik 
Orchestra director Minna Choi with a 
grant from Women’s Audio Mission. 

“T went into the studio and I got 
instrumentalists and rearranged six 
of my songs, Amerasu says. “So I'll 
be releasing those six along with six 
instrumentals.” 

Apart from a performance at the 
Exploratorium on June 27, Fresh Meat 
2019 may be one of the last few chanc- 
es for Bay Area audiences to catch 
Ah-Mer-Ah-Su here, as she’s leaving 
to become “a fully bicoastal, bi-curious 
millennial, moving back and forth 
from New York and L.A.” As virtually 
any young artist knows, life in S.F. or 
Oakland is difficult and, in spite of our 
great wealth, institutional support is 
rare. 

“The Bay Area has so much money 
in it, and yet so little money to offer 
artists — which I think is so odd,” Am- 
erasu says. But the arts organizations 
aren't giving a lot of money. That's 
what’s nice about Fresh Meat: They’re 
finding ways to engage the people who 
have been here and get them to care 
about that institutional coin so that we 
can keep creating art.”

Quintessential synthpop sensation Book of Love headlines Hard French's Pride party. 


HARD FRENCH

More than 45 years on, Mike 
Oldfield’s Tubular Bells has wrapped it- 
self like an epiphytic orchid around the 
history of art rock. At the age of 19, the 
multi-instrumentalist released the two- 
track 1973 album (whose eeriest pas- 
sages went on to serve as theme music 
for The Exorcist) that also just so hap- 
pened to be Virgin Records’ debut re- 
lease. While it would be a slight 
exaggeration to say Tubular Bells’ vision 
of early progressive rock fully prefigured 
Brian Eno’s ambient music, it was one of 
the first major recordings to abandon 
pop for art without the rickety scaffold- 
ing of a “concept” album. 

A little over a decade letter, synth- 
pop quartet Book of Love took it up. 


Initially consisting of Ted Ottaviano, 
Susan Ottaviano (no relation), Lauren 
Roselli Johnson, and Jade Lee, the 
New Yorkers by way of Philadelphia de- 
fined a certain gothic-queer mood that 
nonetheless sidestepped overt teen 
angst even as they toured with De- 
peche Mode. Less coy than Morrissey, 
more in love with 60s girl-pop than 
Siouxsie, Book of Love put out classics 
like “Champagne Dreams” and “Pretty 
Boys and Pretty Girls,” songs from a 
time when synthpop was considered 
practically disposable but which have 
acquired a steely longevity. Being a 
Book of Love fan probably got a lot of 
sensitive outcasts shoved in a locker in 
1987, but today it might get you voted 
Prom Queen irrespective of your gen- 
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der. Such is the power of Tubular Bells, 
you might say. (But also the power of 
the better-known “I Touch Roses” and 
“Modigliani (Lost in Your Eyes),” if we 
want to get real about it.) 

“When you do a cover, you feel a 
responsibility and you also don’t know 
exactly if it’s going to work or not, but 
that one always felt like it worked for 
us,” Ted Ottaviano tells SF Weekly. “We 
used to practice in this old morgue, 
this third-level basement of an indus- 
trial building in what they call NoLIta 
in Manhattan. I had just seen The 
Exorcist and I was downstairs waiting 
for the rest of the band to show up and 
I started playing this version and then 
Jade came in and she added in more, 
then Lauren added more, then Susan

was like, ‘What?!’ And we were pretty 
much doing Tubular Bells — and it just 
felt like it clicked enough for us to put 
it on our follow-up record.” 

Calling Book of Love’s current tour 
the “longest 30th anniversary tour in 
the history of music,” Ottaviano notes 
while only he and Susan are consistent 
touring members, the others make 
contributions on their own terms. 

But they’ve played reunion shows and 
anniversary shows as a four-piece, 
and Ottaviano says Tubular Bells is 
often “the highlight of the night” — 
complete with a spinning doll head on 
stage. 

The band’s enduring magic lies at 
the intersection of the cinematic with 
the danceable. Laura Palmer could die 





to Book of Love. Art-damaged children 
of art-damaged scenesters could smile 
their first smiles to Book of Love. Ste- 
phin Merritt clearly took some inspi- 
ration from them; although its lyrical 
tone is quite different, the Magnetic 
Fields have a song called “The Book 

of Love.” And San Francisco is gonna 
shake its booty to Book of Love on 
Sunday, June 30 when the band head- 
lines Hard French Hearts Los Homos 
IX at Mezzanine. 

The Pride party-slash-afterparty, 
which lures people over from Civic 
Center or wherever with an outdoor 
block party on Stevenson Street 
starting mid-afternoon, has often 
played host to high divas like Evelyn 
“Champagne” King (2018) and Ronnie 
Spector (2017). But it often makes 
room for straight-up weirdos, too, like 
Genesis P-Orridge (2016). And while 
Book of Love has played at the Folsom 
Street Fair, they’ve never done a Pride 
event before. 

When not on tour, Ottaviano, a 
self-described music geek and purist, 
tends to revisit and remaster old re- 
cordings. For shows, though, he admits 
that some of the band’s electronic 
equipment is — unsurprisingly — “not 
happy in live venues.” 

As a result, he says, “We've learned 
to pick and choose how to present our 
music in a live setting. ... Alot of the 
music is programmed, so we try to add 
a visual element. Since we basically 
started off in art school, it feels like a 
comfy fit for us.” 

Referring to Book of Love as a 
“medicine chest band” that helped its 
core audience of disaffected misfits get 
through adolescence or other rough 
patches, Ottaviano observes with some 
justification that they were ahead of 
the curve. 

“What we were doing ended up 
becoming almost the main way music 
is created now,’ he says. “We were early 
with a certain style and technique for 
making music that I think people are 
still excited by. As a result, we keep 
unwinding, with new chapters to it — 
pardon the pun.”

After almost 40 years of HIV/ 
AIDS, now that the visibility of the virus 
has largely receded from America, it’s 
easy to think of the afflicted largely as 
pitiable symbols of a regrettable era of 
hysteria. Sure, the famous ones had indi- 
viduality, and maybe even agency. But 
beyond Ryan White and Gaétan Dugas 
and Freddie Mercury and Surgeon Gen- 
eral C. Everett Koop and Prior Walter 
and Nancy Reagan and Rock Hudson and 
all the other names associated with the 
plague, it’s easy to forget one thing: Peo- 
ple who contracted HIV grew ill, very ill. 
They weren't mere statistical vec- 
tors of disease. They weren't just pan- 
els-to-be in a quilt. They were human 
beings who were physically sick, and 
although their symptoms may have 
been medically complicated, their 
needs often were not. They needed to 
be fed. They needed their bed linens 
changed. They needed human touch. 
They didn’t always get these things. 


Many of them died alone and in pain, 
feared and reviled. 

Paul Haggis and Dan Krauss’ quietly 
searing documentary 5B looks at one 
particularly broad-minded period in 
the history of HIV/AIDS in San Fran- 
cisco, when a group of nurses — sup- 
ported by the Service Employees Inter- 
national Union (SEIU) — persuaded 
the administration of San Francisco 
General Hospital to authorize them to 
run the U.S.’s first ward dedicated to 
AIDS patients. Starting in July 1983, 
at a time when researchers had not yet 
established that HIV is neither trans- 
missible by air nor spread through 
casual contact, these nurses banded 
together to provide essential care to a 
widely despised population. They gave 
people a dignified place to die — and, 
in those days, many of them died only 
months after their initial diagnosis. 

5B contains plenty of familiar 
tropes: the raucous 1970s montage 
(here set to Blondie), the defiant I’m- 
gonna-beat-this pronouncements, the 





archival footage of a visibly uncomfort- 
able Ronald Reagan, the stern medical 
press conference. But by foregrounding 
a dying man, breathing with the assis- 
tance of an oxygen tube, who says he’s 
had no contact with another human 
being, the film tells a crucial chapter in 
the history of the fight against AIDS. 
These were caregivers who stayed 

up until dawn with patients battling 
night sweats did so without protective 
gloves. That was a loving act, but also a 
political one. 

By allowing anyone to visit the 
ward — blood relation or otherwise — 
SFGH’s Ward 5B illustrated Armistead 
Maupin’s principle of the “logical fam- 
ily” versus the “biological family,” the 
people who really love you. The nurses 
let in pets; they let in lovers. Beyond 
the remarkable absence of red tape, 
the ward occasionally seemed almost 
— almost — fun. Volunteers like The 
Godfathers and roller-skating “brunch 
goddess” Rita Rockett helped keep 
people’s spirits up. But, as one nurse

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puts it, just because it was a wonderful 
place to die doesn’t mean it wasn’t still 
a place of death. 

It was a stressful place, too. Nurses 
burned out quickly, especially as the 
magnitude of the epidemic became 
apparent. The hospital got sucked into 
the culture wars, as a faction of medi- 
cal professionals balked at the “special 
treatment” — familiar phrasing, ain't 
it? — that the AIDS patients received. 
The entire holistic model of care was 
threatened by a lawsuit over a proposal 
to pay the 5B nurses more — some- 
thing many of them vocally opposed, 
preferring instead to redirect any sur- 
plus funds into the ward itself. 

“They said, ‘Fuck you, we don’t want 
your money. What we want is to not 
have too many patients to care for, 

” 5B subject and nurse Sasha Cuttler 
told SF Weekly. “From that was born 
the first nurse-patient ratios that were 
ever put into a union contract.” 

However enlightened some of these 
outcomes may have been, 5B refuses 
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to let California rest on its progressive 
laurels entirely. Medical-privacy laws 
forbade asking people point-blank 

if they were gay, so questionnaires 
inquired if you'd ever worked as a 
florist, a hairdresser, or a decorator. 
Although not everyone is always put 
in the fullest context, we hear from Dr. 
Julie Gerberding, then at UCSF and 
later head of the CDC, as figures such 
as William F. Buckley and homopho- 
bic SoCal Congressmen like William 
Dannemeyer function as boogeymen 
in the periphery. Dr. Lorraine Day, 

one of very few women trained as or- 
thopedic surgeons in the 1980s, is the 
closest thing 5B has to a true villain. 
She mars what could have been a neu- 
tral, scientifically grounded case for 
protective measures like “spacesuits” 
with lots of gay-baiting dog whistles, 
at a time when HIV-positive people 
were fired and had their desks burned 
in a corporate parking lot and the 
president of the federal AIDS Commis- 
sion wouldn’t shake an AIDS patient’s 
hand. (Day later married Congressman 
Dannemeyer.) 

Viewers can palpalbly sense the 
narrative impulses of filmmakers Hag- 
gis (Crash, Casino Royale) and Krauss 
(O.J.: Made in America). Whether you 
approve of a documentary making 
use of a technique usually found in 
page-turners and suspense movies 
is up to you, but 5B contains a twist 
involving a nurse named Jane Doe and 
an unfortunate needle stick. This could 
come off as a rather crass way of gin- 
ning up drama, but Jane Doe — along 
with Cuttler, another UCSF nurse — 
emphasized that their purpose was 
“holding back the world, trying to 
protect this space.” And they may have 
a form of survivor's guilt, or at least 
a discomfort over telling the stories 
of an institution in which they played 
only a small role. 

These nurses dealt with plenty 
of blowback, not the least of which 
was hate mail after a favorable People 
profile. As 5B tells it, the ward was 
complicated, messy, and short-lived. 
(It closed in 2003.) But its purpose was 
ultimately very simple. As one nurse 
put it, “People died. But we made a dif- 
ference in the way they died.”

If you’re watching the somewhat 
iffy Tales of the City reboot, you might be 
struck by its tone of defiant innocence. 
The show’s optimistic portrait of an al- 
most idyllic Barbary Lane seems to run 
afoul of everything we cynics know to be 
axiomatic about San Francisco in 2019. 
Starry-eyed idealists can’t move here 
now — unless they’re also moving into 
the crypto space. 

Well, nuts to that. Joset Medina, 

a painter originally from Venezuela, 
moved to San Francisco two years ago 
and speaks of the city with a genuine 
affection that is neither naive nor 
tainted by defeat. 

“The first time I held hands and 
kissed a guy on the street was in San 
Francisco,” he says. “One of the rea- 
sons I wanted to move here was | want- 
ed to feel more free. I lived in Madrid 
for a year and Madrid is really open, 
but ... the Castro is where you can feel 
comfortable being yourself, and you 
don’t feel like someone is going to tell 
you anything. I love this city.” 

After an initial visit here, Medina 
returned to Panama, where he’d been 
living after his period in Spain and 
some time in Southeast Asia. Thriv- 
ing, commercial Panama City has 
grown more cosmopolitan with time, 
he says, comparing it to Miami. But 
the influence of the Church remains 
strong, and he had several off-putting 
encounters, like a doctor who told him 
he “didn’t look gay.” 

Having been sponsored by his em- 
ployer, an interior designer, Medina 
eventually got a visa and came to the 
U.S. more or less permanently — first 
to Irvine and then to S.F. (Irvine is 
“terrible,” he says.) These days, he lives 
in a pleasant, shoes-off apartment 
with his American husband, Robert, 
and while their floor plan has charac- 
ter, some of the rooms’ angles would 
make furnishing it a challenge. 

Good thing he’s a painter, then. 

But as working artist studios go, it 
might be the neatest one in the known 
universe. 

“T have most of my pieces here,” Me- 
dina says of the walls. Then, pointing 
to one spotless area of the living room, 
he adds, “This is the place I like to be 
messy. I have to be careful here with 
the paint. I sometimes cover the table, 
and when I make the more detailed 
drawings, I go there — and when |

paint, I go to this area.” 

Thematically, his work is quite uni- 
fied. Balancing a flowy, Art Nouveau 
quality against a restrained psychede- 
lia, the same tropes reappear through- 
out: butterflies, eyes, beaded droplets 
that may be tears or condensation, 
lines that resemble Morse Code, of 
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twisty trees like the ones in Golden 
Gate Park, and plants growing out of 
human forms. Some of the eyes have a 
mysterious, pyramid-on-the-back-of- 
the-$1 aura, while others could almost 
be naturalistic, like the eyespots on 
certain moths’ wings. Medina uses 
coffee and tea to lend a patina of age,

and apart from a few images of him 
and Robert, most of the human figures 
are women. 

“I grew up with women,’ he says. “I 
was always surrounded by women: my 
mom, I have a lot of sisters, my cousins 
and my aunt, my grandmother. When | 
was a little kid, I was overprotected.” 





His engineer father, although 
“macho,” has always been a strong sup- 
porter of his work, however. The other 
constant in Medina’s oeuvre is trans- 
formation, whether it’s a torso with an 
anthurium flowering out of it or a but- 
terfly just out of metamorphosis. (A 
lot of the flowers’ real-life versions can 
be found throughout Medina’s home. 
At least two are Valentine’s Day gifts 
between him and Robert.) 

Some of the trippier pieces speak to 
a certain inner turmoil. Medina says 
he made one painting, of a butterfly 
caught in a beam of light that accen- 
tuates the proportions of its shadow, 
while “screaming from the inside.” Sev- 
eral caught the eye of curator Joseph 
Abbati, which led to an invitation to 
contribute to Queer Eyes, a group show 
at the office of state Sen. Scott Wiener 
on Sunday, June 30, from noon until 
3 p.m. (or immediately after Wiener’s 
contingent in the Pride parade wraps 
up). Medina has also mounted work 
at the International Art Museum of 
America on Market Street, which has 
made notable curatorial strides away 
from its cult-like devotion to a single, 
kitschy sculptor with grandiose ideas. 

In the aggregate, Medina’s paint- 
ings have an autobiographical element, 
of someone finding their way in life 
through their art and using a symbolic 
visual language to record the changes. 
But one piece doesn’t fit in with the 
rest, 

“Robert got this one,” Medina ad- 
mits. “It was a print from this artist, 
because he loves doughnuts. I forgot 
her name.”

The Anti-Hamilton 


As his valedictory Berkeley Rep production, Tony Taccone directs John Leguizamo's 
Latinx musical, Kiss My Aztec!.

The final song in Lin-Manuel 
Miranda’s Hamilton asks, “Who Lives, 
Who Dies, Who Tells Your Story”? John 
Leguizamo and his collaborators have 
answered that question from a Latinx 
perspective in the new musical Kiss My 
Aztec!. Leguizamo doesn’t make an ap- 
pearance in this production, but if you’re 
familiar with his one-man shows then 
you ll recognize his swaggering sense of 
humor from the first number. Aztec! ex- 
pands on the thought the monologist ex- 
pressed in Latin History for Morons, his 
2016 show at Berkeley Rep and later a 
Netflix special: “If you don’t see yourself 
represented outside of yourself, you just 
feel fucking invisible.” In this booming 
corrective, Leguizamo takes multicul- 
tural representation and amps it up to 
maximum visibility. 

When you walk into the theater, 
up-tempo merengue tunes explode 
from the sound system (the volume 
is quadruple what it should be). It 
leads you to expect that the musical 
arrangements will all be of Latinx or- 
igins. But Benjamin Velez, who wrote 
and arranged the score, moves easily 
between salsa, hip-hop, and gospel. 
From that variety of stylistic approach- 
es, he comes up with a blend of music 
that coheres. It’s helped along by the 
book (co-written by Leguizamo and 
Taccone) and the lyrics (also by Velez, 
David Kamp, and Leguizamo). Aztec! 
emphatically announces its intentions 
with the opening song, “White People 
on Boats.” 

We've arrived in 16th-century Me- 
soamerica, where the Spanish conquis- 
tadors are destroying the inhabitants 
with warfare and disease. Sung by the 
ensemble, this wry, knowing song sets 
the tone for the evening. It nullifies 
the current Republican idea of who’s 
trespassing on whose land, as in this 
scenario, the white people on boats 
are the villainous immigrants. From 
here, Kiss My Aztec! alternates between 
two points of view. The primary Aztec 
characters include a mystic, a captain, 
and his soldiers, with a developing ro- 
mance between Pepe (Joél Pérez) and 
Colombina (Yani Marin), the captain’s 
daughter. A viceroy Rodrigo (Al Rodri- 
go) and his high-strung, overly entitled 
children Fernando (Zachary Infante) 
and Pilar (Desiree Rodriguez) repre- 
sent the Spanish contingent. The plot 
leads to an inevitable, climactic battle 
between these opposing forces. 

What lies between the first song 
and that final confrontation is a peo-

ple’s history of the Aztecs. Leguizamo 
and company introduce Rodrigo with 
“No one compareth to the Spanish,” 
a song that offers tapas as Spain’s 
greatest accomplishment. As it swiftly 
moves along, Kiss My Aztec! is less 
interested in character development 
than the presentation of caricatures. 
Rodrigo, and what his family rep- 
resents — colonial imperialism — are 
worthy and deserving targets of scorn. 
And Rodrigo sells his dastardliness 
with brio enough to conjure a Spanish 
Captain Hook. Whereas Snow White 
once consoled herself “With a Smile 
and a Song,” Pilar opens the second act 
with “Dark Meat,” a comic ode to her 
carnal cravings for Latin men. 
Rodrigo is greedy. Pilar is horny. 
These are ripe, if easy, stereotypes to 
suggest the moral bankruptcy of Eu- 
ropean interlopers. But what the pro- 
duction does with Zachary Infante’s 
Fernando is just as politically incorrect 
as omitting the oppression of Latinx 
peoples from the history books. He’s 
a devious gay man having an affair 
with a Catholic cardinal. It’s not just 
that both men have been directed to 
swish up their characters to absolute 
queendom. It’s that the laughter they 
received from the audience was qual- 
itatively different from that of their 
co-stars. The audience wasn’t simply 
laughing at Rodrigo’s ambition or 
Pilar’s desire; they found those lyrics 
funny. Regarding Fernando, what he 


was saying wasn’t the joke. With his 
floppy pageboy hairdo and shimmering 
pastel outfit, he was. This wasn’t Infan- 
te’s fault. He’s a charismatic actor and 
impressive singer. But in 2019, this felt 
like a tired portrait of a gay man, not a 
woke one. And wokeness is this musi- 
cal’s raison d’étre. 

But Kiss My Aztec! intends to rile 
conventional or more conservative 
sensibilities. One erect, bejeweled 
codpiece in particular exemplified the 
production’s regular thrusting motion 
toward bawdiness. To balance out the 
crassness, the writers also include a 
character with a kindly disposition. In- 
stead of parading his machismo, Pepe 
woos the warrior princess Colombina 
with puns. Easily switching from song 
to rap to dance, Pérez emerged as the 
breakout star. And, in a truly remark- 
able feat of ventriloquism, he made the 
inclusion of sock puppets tolerable. As 
in Hamilton, there’s plenty of forceful 
and forced bravado, posturing that’s 
used as a sword and a shield. But 
Pepe’s character felt like a new and 
welcome addition to this genre. He 
becomes a hero because he embraces 
his innate sense of humility, without 
having to change, fight against it, or 
struggle to become someone he’s not.

Toy Story 4 


Rated G. Opens Friday at the Alamo Drafthouse New Mission, the 
AMC Metreon 16, the Century San Francisco Centre 9, the AMC 
Dine-In Kabuki, the Presidio, and the Balboa Twin. 


Although it’s set only a few years after the events of Lee Unkrich’s 2010 
Toy Story 3, Josh Cooley's Toy Story 4 reflects a comparatively woke 2019 
sensibility. This is a welcome development, because the franchise’s gender 
politics have never been great. Consider the fate of Prospector Pete in Toy 
Story 2, or the constant gender-shaming of Ken in Toy Story 3 — and that 
was all years before studio chief John Lasseter’s sexual misconduct be- 
came public knowledge, let alone writer Rashida Jones leaving this partic- 
ular project because of Pixar’s tendency to stifle the voices of women and 
people of color. Toy Story 4 begins with a flashback in which we learn what 
happened to Bo Peep (Annie Potts) between the second and third films. 
From there, the story follows the established formula: Some combination of 
the toys land in a new environment in which the benevolent leader of the lo- 
cal playthings proves to be unconscionably selfish. 

In this case, while his owner Bonnie (Madeleine McGraw) is on a 
road trip with her family, Woody (Tom Hanks) searches for Bo in an 
antique shop where he runs afoul of Gabby Gabby (Christina Hen- 
dricks). Gabby is a vintage doll who wants to steal Woody’s voice box 
to replace her own, and if that doesn’t strike you as a metaphor for the 
anxieties of straight men in the #MeToo Era, you're not paying atten- 
tion. Though Toy Story 4 is as funny and action-packed and as effective a 
tearjerker as is to be expected from this series, what’s truly remarkable 
is Bo’s evolution. In 1995’s Toy Story and 1999’s Toy Story 2 she was the 
object of Woody’s desire, little more than a prize for a job well done. She 
was written out of Toy Story 3 with a single line of dialog, and she’s now 
the co-lead of Toy Story 4. So it took a quarter-century after Bo was in- 
troduced for her to be given a personality, but who’s counting? Odds are 
her newfound agency will anger the same MRAs who fumed about Arya 
slaying the Night King or the very existence of Captain Marvel. (They'll 
probably also hate the mini-arc about Woody learning to not misgender 
Bo’s sheep, if they pick up on it.)As for Woody, he continues to represent 
the status quo. Even after being adopted by Bonnie he still hasn’t gotten 
over Andy, and while Andy and Woody tend to accept and/or cling to 
how things are, Bonnie and Bo — who, it should be pointed out, never 
cross paths—take the initiative to improve their lives. Indeed, Bonnie 
creates a new toy and thus a new life, Forky (Tony Hale). 

Toy Story 2 and 3 were essentially existential horror films — you 
may have sobbed during the incinerator scene in 3, but since it had 
been established that toys live forever otherwise, an argument could be 
made that annihilation would be a mercy. With Forky, Toy Story 4 con- 
tinues to swerve into exploring the horrors of consciousness, and the 
very last line of dialog addresses the fundamental question behind the 
series. That it’s in the context of a tired gag which almost undercuts the 
positive gender politics of the rest of the film is a shame, but wokeness 
doesn’t preclude laziness. Sherilyn Connelly

A Whole Nother Animal 


Niku Steakhouse and The Butcher Shop want to introduce you to beef from every Japanese prefecture.

For a big, round birthday six 
years ago, I took my boyfriend to the 
House of Prime Rib. It was December, 
and the entire experience was glorious, 
from the formal Xmas interior to the 
King Henry VIII cut to the martinis that 
made us feel like Henrys IX and X. When 
my parents visited last summer, the four 
of us went, and it was well past its Prime, 
with limp, flavorless beef, scattershot 
service, and a general sense of fatigue. 

Oh, well. ’ve pretty much always 
held steakhouses at arm’s length. 

They tend to be hypermasculine time- 
warps where you can really only order 
one thing — try that fish option, we 
dare you — and when restaurateurs 
purchase an ailing classic with the in- 
tention of dragging it like a struggling 
steer into the 21st century, they often 
end up jacking up the prices and alien- 
ating everyone. 

But Niku Steakhouse is a whole ’no- 
ther animal entirely. A sort of return 
to form for the Omakase Restaurant 
Group, which has been dabbling in 
fast-casual enterprises like Udon Time 
the last few years, it’s a dashing addi- 
tion to San Francisco, with impressive 
sommelier talent and some gorgeous 
composed dishes. No baked potato in 
gold foil here; instead, items like a pea 
agnolotti with sorghum, Parmesan, 
and meyer lemon fill the menu. 
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Yoked to the adjacent Butcher Shop, 
run by lifelong practitioner of the craft 
“Guy the Butcher,” the conjoined duo 
constitutes a nearly seamless showcase 
for the various types of beef produced 
in prefectures of Japan that almost 
never make it stateside. Yes, Kobe is 
here aplenty, but you may walk out 
learning a bit about bushu, too. And 
while it’s undoubtedly part of the 
new class of restaurants that present 
things like a $110 Angus porterhouse 
without blinking, Niku is measured, 
and hip without trying too hard. You 
even get to select your own knife from 
a case. (They'll steer you away from the 
mini-cleaver, though.) 

Chef Dustin Falcon took over from 
opener Steve Brown not long into 
Niku’s run, and quickly made adjust- 
ments. Wagyu aside, everything on 
the menu is his — via multiple weekly 
trips to several farmers markets, in 
true fine-dining style. (The $20 A5 
beef jerky may soon be relegated to a 
parting gift.) 

While Niku isn’t testosterone-fu- 
eled in the obnoxious ways, if you sit 
at the chef’s counter you'll no doubt 
fall under the spell of the mechanical 
winch that cooks the beef, whose 
crank has that highly appealing tor- 
ture-chamber sound. (Note that the 
A5 goes over binchotan charcoal, while 
the cuts from half-Japanese, half-Cal- 
ifornian cows cooks atop binchotan

and American white oak, a nice paral- 
lelism.) 

Even by the standards of open 
kitchens, it’s a tight spot for four peo- 
ple to work — at least one of them is 
vegan, too — but what make Niku so 
seductive is the interactive quality. Fal- 
con wants to ramp this up once Niku 
is no longer short-staffed (a citywide 
issue) but for now, it’s a near-utopia 
of nuttier-than-average Parker house 
rolls, twin spears of ably scorched 
white asparagus with sea lettuce and 
trout roe, and a confit maitake mush- 
room with the chef’s delight known as 
ramp relish. 

As for that magnificent porter- 
house, it’s presented sliced with show- 
manship, and adorned with a snap 
of salt crystals and just a flirtation of 
smoke — practically an invitation to 
gnaw the remainder off the charred 
bone. 


For something at this price 
range, youd expect to brush up against 
more rigidity. I found it in an unlikely 
spot. About a month ago, the Butcher 
Shop began lunch service. (It’s been de- 
scribed as a window, because it’s to-go. 
But you fully enter the shop to order and 
get your food.) It’s casual, in that there’s 
no formal menu and only three items, in- 
cluding three skewers of beef and pork 
and a burger with mayo and pickles. 

Let me back up for one second. 


Mayonnaise is my absolute archneme- 
sis. ’m not a fan of cantaloupe or duri- 
an and I don’t especially love sun-dried 
tomatoes or banana, but I can deal 
with them. I’ve built up enough anti- 
bodies through exposure to various 
aiolis and the occasional Kewpie en- 
couter on a beef tartare that I can get 
through the occasional dollop of mayo 
without turning into a pouty manbaby. 
True, slathered-on mayo, though — 
that viscous, ovoodleaginous atrocity 
with its waxy, unhealthy-looking sheen 
and beige goopiness — I will knock the 
Earth out of orbit to avoid it. 

But if you order a Wagyu burger 
at The Butcher Shop, you're going to 
get mayo on it. Like, an inordinate 
quantity of mandatory mayo. Mayo 
squeezed in a zigzag formation to coat 
both buns, enough to give the guy on 
mayo-squirting duty a carpal tunnel if 
he does this for enough lunch shifts. 
There is no sign posted to say it’s com- 
ing, either, and when you ask politely 
if they'd be so kind as to skip it, you'll 
be told, “No modifications” — but only 
after you've paid. And the mayo itself 
is honestly secondary. It’s the lack of 
fair warning that’s the real sticking 
point. 

Also: “modifications”? Did I request 
a well-done burger with iceberg let- 
tuce instead? Did I pound my fist on 
a Japanese beef vitrine, demanding a 
gluten-free bun and a gender-appro- 
priate Happy Meal? So how about not 
destroying my lunch without a head’s 
up, Mr. Greatest Beef Available to Hu- 
manity? 

Iam exaggerating to underscore 
my point (although I’m glad I waited 
five days to write this). But while my 
mayo-loving boyfriend saw my tense 
maxillofacial rage and burst out laugh- 
ing, he later agreed after two bites of 
burger that it really was way too much 
mayo. (I couldn’t look at him, though, 
with his greasy mayo lips.) More to the 
point, this kind of “Have It My Way, 
But Without Warning” philosophy 
feels antithetical to Niku’s approach, if 
not to the concept of hospitality more 
generally. 

With that said, I got over my mayo 
fury and ate my three skewers of meat 
and tripped balls and died and went 
to heaven and it felt like three days 
passed by and I was resurrected and 
came back to Earth only to get rap- 
tured by the next luscious bite. That 
shit is really good.

Barely 24 hours after Mission Pie 
announced that it will wind down its 
operations by Labor Day, San Francisco 
was hit with the news of two more clo- 
sures: fellow Mission restaurant South- 
paw BBQ and Dogpatch Hawaiian gem 
‘aina. The latter had been in limbo for 
quite some time, so this is not entirely 
out of left field. 

But left-handed Southpaw’s dis- 
appearance sure is. Founded in 2011, 
the Carolina-specific Southpaw had 
become a staple of regional Southern 
cuisine in a neighborhood with sur- 
prisingly little of it. Two Cajun restau- 
rants — Bayou, which came and went 
quickly in 2017, and the remarkable 
Alba Ray’s, which ditched regular din- 
ner service earlier this year to focus on 
brunch — embody the struggle such 
niche eateries face. And in spite of its 
respectable beer-and-whiskey compo- 
nent, after eight years, chef Elizabeth 
Wells and co-owner Zack Smith have 
decided to focus on barbecue, just not 
with the same grounded operation as 
before. 

Since it’s Pride and every corpo- 
ration and brand under the sun is 
slapping up dumb rainbow shit on 
everything, let’s also note that South- 
paw had always had a Pride flag in its 
window. 

The closure of ‘aina has even sad- 
der reasons behind it. Jordan Keao’s 
modern Hawaiian restaurant had been 
known to draw substantial lines for 
brunch — which sounds like S.O.P. for 
the Bay Area until you remember that 
it was in Dogpatch, which is a lovely 
neighborhood but hardly overflowing 
with foot traffic on weekends. In an 
Instagram post, Keao and wife Cheryl 
Liew said the “will not go into the 
well-known challenges of running a 
business in S.F.” except to say that 
“running a small restaurant is HARD.” 

They’re apparently relocating to 
Singapore for family-related reasons, 
but the restaurant had been dark for 
several months now as that family 
situation went from temporary to per- 
manent. The liquor license was termi- 
nated, and former chef de cuisine Chris 
Yang had already moved elsewhere in 
the Dogpatch — to Harmonic Brewing 
for his pop-up El Chino Grande. SF 
Weekly had followed ‘aina closely, ever 
since its 2013 origins as a pop-up of 
its own in Bernal Heights, before the 
2016 transition to a brick-and-mortar 
full of wonders like malasadas (Por- 
tuguese filled doughnuts) and shoyu- 
cured pipikaula (thin-sliced beef with 
focaccia and heirloom tomatoes). “ 
‘Aina” is Hawaiian for “land,” though, 
and hopefully it’ll land somewhere that 
fits its creators well.

By the band’s account, Tacocat 
had no choice but to write This Mess Is a 
Place. 

“This Mess” refers to, well, every- 
thing in the Trump era, namely the 
actively dying planet and our astound- 
ingly awful political climate. “A Place” 
could refer to Tacocat’s hometown of 
Seattle, to America, the world, any- 
where and everywhere in which popu- 
list and far-right ideologies have found 
a crater-sized foothold. The U.K., India, 
and Australia top the list. 

“For this album, it was the first 
time that everything changed so 
drastically, just worldwide, especially 
nationwide, and especially liberal 
community-wide,” frontwoman Emily 
Nokes says. “After the election, it felt 
so starkly different than it had ever felt 
before. It was just naturally how it was 
feeling at the time and still feels and 
will always feel now that the curtain 
has been lifted.” 

“A lot of our songs on the first 
couple albums are, like, the personal is 
political. This one is more political-po- 
litical,” bassist Bree McKenna adds. 

Not that Tacocat was ever the apo- 
litical type. Formed in 2007 by Mc- 
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Kenna, Nokes, guitarist Eric Randall, 
and drummer Lelah Maupin at a time 
when booking DIY shows on MySpace 
was still a marketing strategy for new 
bands, making a statement via delir- 
iously fun pop-punk was always the 
modus operandi. 

Nokes was an observant, take-no- 
shit lyricist from the start, although 
she and the band were careful to strike 
a balance between the personal and 
political. Their debut album NVM sent 
up period stigma but also bemoaned 
the doldrums of seasonal affective dis- 
order — all with the brightness turned 
up to eleven via 1960s girl-group pep, 
scuzzy surf-rock shine, and maximum 
late-’90s radio-rock playability. On 
Tacocat’s endlessly replay-able second 
album Lost Time, Nokes shifted the 
focus to asshole techies, internet trolls, 
and mansplaining, but also celebrated 
horse girls, The X-Files, and skinny-dip- 
ping. 

This Mess Is a Place is still immedi- 
ately recognizable as Tacocat, but the 
band’s approach has changed with the 
times. Pre- and post-Trump feels too 
obvious a dichotomy, but it’s impossi- 
ble not to see its effect on the music. 
Tacocat’s feminism and political con-

cerns are more macro than ever: topics 
include wealth inequality, privilege, the 
construction and maintenance of pow- 
er structures, and trying to find the 
bright spots amid the joyless exercise 
of being remotely informed in 2019. 

Among Tacocat’s bright spots are 
super-sized margaritas from the lov- 
ably tacky Seattle restaurant in “Meet 
Me at La Palma,” and how the local DIY 
scene (the very same one in which the 
band cut its teeth) survives despite 
gentrification and a housing crisis. And 
that scene is no longer as male-centric 
as it was when Tacocat started. 

“It was actively not-very-support- 
ive. A lot of the write-ups we got early 
on had a lot of angry comments about 
how no one would care about us if we 
weren't female or had female mem- 
bers,’ McKenna says. 

“As we got more visible, some of the 
visibility and the privilege of visibility 
was being able to have more autonomy 
with the bills we could make. So it 
was building a bill that you wanted to 
see in the world,” Nokes says. “As in, 

‘I want to see this band and this band 
and this band together, and not just 

us opening for five dude bands as the 
novelty band that has three girls in it 
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and a funny name, ha ha. 

But Tacocat’s capitalizing on its own 
visibility didn’t stop at gender-token- 
ism. Its members have been all-ages 
advocates for years, convinced that 
access to art shouldn't be mitigated by 
drinking laws. But this kind of advoca- 
cy is no small feat in a state with overly 
strict laws concerning under-21 shows. 

“For a city that prides itself on be- 
ing like, “Wow, we legalized marijuana 
and gay marriage and all this stuff 
before anyone else did, we have some 
of the most backwards, weird, puritan- 
ical liquor laws that exist,” Nokes says. 
“Don’t even get me started.” 

By McKenna’s account, Washington 
law is so restrictive that all-ages shows 
end up costing the band and venue tri- 
ple what a typical over-21 show would, 
due to extra security and a statute that 
requires corralling underage patrons in 
a separate, roped-off area. That extra 
cost ultimately raises ticket prices, 
keeping the show inaccessible to any- 
one without cash to burn. 

“It just treats kids like they don’t 
know what’s going on or they’re going 
to be like, ‘I saw an adult drinking a 
beer! I’m going to figure out how to do 
that too!’” Nokes says. “When we play 
on the East Coast, it’s the good ol’ fash- 
ioned fat Sharpie X on your hand and 
you re good to go. You can ID people at 
the door, and if that causes a problem 
then you've got bigger problems.” 

But Tacocat still loves Seattle, pu- 
ritanical liquor laws and warts and all. 
(Several of these warts, including the 
city’s inevitable crash landing into the 
Pacific whenever the Cascadia fault de- 
cides to shake things up a bit, are elab- 
orated upon in “I Love Seattle” from 
Lost Time.) DIY lives on. The band’s 
practice space is cheap. The progressive 
community of women and queer peo- 
ple they’ve built survives. And what 
would Tacocat be without Seattle? 

Said question is only one of several 
going concerns for the band. 

“T’ve been thinking a lot about, 
‘What are we doing? What are we 
saying? What do we stand for?” says 
Nokes. “The biggest lesson that I’ve 
learned is to always keep learning. To 
never shut off and never just die on 
some hill that you thought you were 
going to die on five years ago.”

House and techno fans are going to want to catch the SF debuts of 

both Steve Darko and Morelia, two of the fastest-rising names in dance 
music right now, along with a slew of adored local producers that make 
Soulstice one of the strongest bills so far this year. A champion of Boston’s 
underground scene, Darko is no stranger to music production, as the 
self-admitted music nerd boasts an army of analogue gear in addition to 
developing music production software at the leading audio technology 
company iZotope. Darko’s fresh interoperation of house and techno 
blends crunchy synths, bone-rattling bass, and otherworldly vocal samples 
for a style that is inimitable, catching the ear of Dirtybird-boss Claude 
VonStroke, who personally selected Darko to open on his 2018 world tour. 
Darko’s breakthrough EP Fried or Fertilized earned praise throughout the 
dance community, with a subtle dose of surrealism that transforms the 
record into a singular beast that sounds unlike anything else out there. 
Named after a genus of python in honor of his love of reptiles, Morelia has 
been producing music since he was 12 years old, and the kinetic producer 
is on track to becoming a crowd-favorite in house music with bouncy 

and kinetic singles like “Fun Box” and “Vibrate.” The enterprising young 
producer made waves with his excellent performance at last month’s EDC, 
and looks to bring that same energy into the city. Rounding out the night 
are some of the best new producers in the Bay Area, including Dirtybird’s 
n808, the Berlin-trained Sammy Legs, and the dexterous up-and-comer

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WHY NOT ME’? 


by Dan Savage 


I found your column after a Google search. I 
saw your e-mail address at the bottom and was 
hoping for some insight. My issue is this: Two 
years into our 23-year marriage, my wife declared 
that she didn’t want to kiss me or perform oral 
on me. Several years ago, she had an affair and 
confessed that she not only kissed this other 
person but performed oral on them as well. Why 
them and not me? Should I just go find someone 
willing to do what I want? I have a high sex drive, 
but I find that I don’t want to sleep with my wife 
anymore because there is never any foreplay and a 
few minutes into it she’s telling me to hurry up. I 
don't feel wanted, and honestly I no longer desire 
her. What do you make of this? 

Hurting Unwanted Husband 


Before telling you what I make of your 
e-mail, HUH, I want to tell you what I wish I 
could make out of your e-mail: a time machine. 
If I could turn all those pixels and code and 
whatever else into a working time machine, 

I'd drag your ass back to 1996 (and try to talk 
you out of marrying your wife) or 1998 (and 
try to talk you into leaving her after two years 
of marriage). But since time machines aren't 
a thing—at least not yet—we’ll have to talk 
about the here and now. 

Your wife isn’t attracted to you, and never 
was, or hasn't been for a long, long time. 

And now the feeling is mutual—you aren’t 
attracted to her anymore, either. And if you’re 
seriously wondering why she kissed and blew 
that other person—the person with whom 
she had an affair—when she hasn’t wanted to 
kiss or blow you for 20-plus years (“Why them 
and not me?”), HUH, the answer is as painful 
as it is obvious: Your wife was attracted to her 
affair partner (that’s why them) and she’s not 
attracted to you (that’s why not you). 

Now, it’s possible your wife was attracted to 
you a long time ago; I assume she was kissing 
and blowing you while you were dating and 
during the couple dozen months of marriage. 
(She wouldn’t have to announce she was 
going to stop doing those things if she’d never 
started.) But at some point relatively early 
in your marriage, HUH, your wife’s desire 
to swallow your spit and inhale your dick 
evaporated. It’s possible her desire to swallow/ 
inhale the spit/dick of her affair partner would 
have evaporated in roughly the same amount 
of time, and she would have lost interest in 
him and his dick and his spit, as well. Some 
people have a hard time sustaining desire 
over time—and contrary to popular belief, 
women have a harder time sustaining desire in 
committed, romantic relationships than men 
do. (Wednesday Martin wrote an entire NYT 
best-selling book about it, Untrue: Why Nearly 
Everything We Believe About Women, Lust, and 
Infidelity Is Wrong and How the New Science Can 
Set Us Free.) 

Of course, it’s possible your wife isn’t the 
problem. You may have said or done something 
that extinguished your wife’s desire for 
you. Or, hey, maybe your personal hygiene 
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leaves everything to be desired. (I’ve received 
countless letters over the years from women 
whose husbands refuse to brush their teeth 
and/or can’t wipe their asses properly.) Or 
maybe you're emotionally distant or cold or 
contemptuous or incredibly shitty in bed. Or 
maybe you're not the problem! I don’t know 
you, HUH, and other than the very few details 
you included your very brief letter, I don’t 
know what’s going on in your marriage. 

But I do know this: If you can leave, HUH, 
you most likely should. But if you decide to 
stay because you want to stay, or because 
leaving is unthinkable for cultural or religious 
or financial reasons... well, seeing as how your 
wife hasn’t wanted to fuck you for decades, 
and seeing as how you no longer want to fuck 
your wife, you should release each other from 
the monogamous commitment you made 
more than two decades ago. If you can adjust 
your expectations—if you can both agree to 
define your marriage as companionate, i.e., 
you re friends and life partners, not romantic 
or sexual partners—you may be able to 
appreciate your marriage for what it is. But to 
do that, you'll have to let go of the anger and 
disappointment you feel over what it’s not. 

And to be clear: If your marriage is 
companionate, you should both be free to seek 
sex with outside partners. 


Simple question, probably not a simple 
answer: How do you keep things exciting once the 
shiny, new phase of a relationship is over? Is it 
normal to reach a stage where you know someone 
so well that they've become boring? Isn’t that just 
the fucking worst? 

Same Old, Same Old 


Recognizing that some people actually 
enjoy boring—I have it on good authority that 
some people can get a thrill knitting sweaters 
and sitting still—there is something the rest 
of us can do to keep things exciting once the 
shiny, new phase of a relationship is over: 
go on strange and exciting new adventures 
together. Early on in the relationship, SOSO, 
your new partner was your exciting new 
adventure, and you were theirs. But now 
instead of being the exciting new adventure, 
you have to figure out what exciting new 
adventures you'd like to go on together—and 
then get out there and go on them.
